federal agencies. Positive comments were
received.

Air Quality Update

On April 3, 2000, the U.S. Environmental
Protection Agency sent us a letter indicating
that the EPA would publish anotice proposing
approval for the Revised MAG 1999 Serious
Area Particulate Plan for PM-10. Also, EPA
will be publishing a notice which will stay the
sanctions that have been in place for stationary
sources. These actions are expected to be
published in the Federal Register the week of
April 10, 2000. The proposed approval
action by EPA is currently subect to review
and comment. Staff will provide an update on
the EPA action and potential litigation on the
Plan.

MAG Office Space

On June 30, 2001, the lease for the MAG
office space will expire. Staff has explored
leasing and purchasing opportunities in our
present location, as well as leasing in other
downtown locations. An update on the
leasing and owning opportunities will be
provided to the members of the Executive
Committee.
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
